This proposed amendment will ensure that Iowa can move forward with the federal WIC Online
Ordering Pilot Project by allowing a WIC participant, vendor, or contract agency to participate in the
project.

Notwithstanding any conflicting provision of law to
the contrary, a participant, vendor, or contract agency may participate in the WIC online ordering project,
provided that such participation conforms to the terms and conditions of the lowa WIC Policy and
Procedure Manual as modified to incorporate the WIC online ordering project.
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
